ESTIMATED INCREASE OF © 
400 PER CENT. 


Experiments conducted at the 
various agricultural schools in the 
Philippines have revealed the fact 
that the production of rice in the 
Philippines may be Increased by 
An industrial 
bulletin issued by the bureau of 
education urges teachers in charge 
of agronomy . clasges to encourage 
the students of the various agricul- 
tural schools to experiment with 
the drops in order that the output 
may be materially increased. - 

Reports made to the central office 
indicate that with the use of fertil- 
iser at the different, farm schools 
situated all over the Islands, the 
output per acre hag been increased 
two, three and evan fourfold. In- 
crease in the productive capacity 
of rice land is the most effective 
means of encouraging and attract- 
ing young people to’ agriculture, 
bureau of education officials believe. 

Compiled dates show that a 
group of.senior Luzon Agricultural 
School at Munoz has been able to 
obtain an average yleld of 110.9 
canvanes of rice per hectare from 
a four-hectare plot.’ The success 
which these student farmera attatn- 
ed, It is stated, is due not only. to

The Puisne Judge’s comment in 
the course of a Summary Court 
case revives a problem which re- 
ceived a‘ good deal of attention 


towards the end of last year when’ 


the licences «held by the three 
Bus’ Companies in Kowloon were 
ahout'to expire. The Government 
at first announced its intention 
not fo renew those licences but to 
hand over the monopoly to one 
Company to.jnaugurate a system 
more in-keeping with the size and 
importance of the. ‘peninsula.

It is unbelievable that the traffic 
officer in question should have 
held the views he deposed to in 
Court. without having given, ex- 
pression to them before his 
superior officers. And it is equal- 
ly unbelievable that the Police 
Department, if coavinted of the 
reasonableness of his expert ad- 
vice, should not have passed on 
the information to the responsible 
Government officials. ‘It is true 
that provision has been made for 
the gradual elimination. of the 
small type of bus but whilst that 
process of elimination is in pro- 
gress there’ may be many more 
cases of accidents which might 
have been avoided if the buses 
were of more stable construction. 
The problem is one that calls for 
the Government’s earnest con- 
sideration and the least that can 
be done is to speed up the process 
of elimination and the supply of 
British cars. in order that the 
public may: be relieved at: the 
earliest possible moment from the 
necessity—for it-is a necessity if; 
they are not to experience con- 
siderable delay in waiting for the 
arrival at various stages of the 
largér buses—of running’ the; 
risks which the traffic inspector's 
evidence would indicate that they 
do run in times of typhoon wea- 
ther and under other special cir- 
cumstances which cannot be 
guaranteed against.

SCIENCE AIDS CARS.

Science ‘has ben defined as know- 
and: 


systematised (says -“Motor Pro- 


gress”). ; a 

No branch of industry has been 
made the object of scientific study 
more than the motor car. But for 
this it would co.tinue to be the 
erude, bulky vehicle ft was years 
nyo. Because of this concentra- 
tion, however, a year does not pass 
without radical and = marked im- 


provements. - 

It.ig interesting to know that 
large staffs of highly-paid engineers 
will spend months on such matters 
as carburetion, auapension, finish, 
ventilation and similar subjects. 

Everyone knows how on ary days 
the dust clouds hover: over the road- 
days. An individual who walks 
near these dust clouds will find his 
nostrils, blackened by dust. With 
every breath, he draws in this dust- 
Inden air. —Nature, with the usual 
foresight, has, ‘undertaken to filter 
this air before it reaches the lungs. 
The nostrils operate ‘as a filter, and 
that is why they become filled with 
dust. 

The engine of the 
must breathe as 
humun, Each charge of petrol must 
be mixed with a certain proportion 
of air. Air is always dust-laden to 
n certain extent,. but with strong 
filled with dust particles. To the 
Buperficial observer these dust 
particles might appear so micros- 
copic as to be harmless. The im- 
pression is erroncous, however, as 3 
magnifying-glass will enlarge these 
dust particles, and show them to 
have sharp and jagged edges. | 

When ‘these particles are drawn 
by the air into the combustion 
chambers of the cylinders they -set- 
tle on’ the cylinder walls, as theso 
walls are covered with a thin film of 
oil. The movement of the pistons 
creates tremendous friction, as this 
dust gradually causes the ofl to lose 
is lubricating ‘qualities. By de-| 
grees dust works down past the 
pistong, and is carried by the ui! to 
the other. moving parts of the en- 
gine, Wherever ‘on metal part 
moves against another they are 
separated by a thin film of oil, and, 
therefore, when this becomes im-

are set up. At first these are not 
noticed, the engine continues to 
render good service, and no adverse 
conditions arise. , 

. When it js realised that for 
every gallon of petrol consumed 
10,000 gallons,of aii are-used the 
dust contained in these 10,000 gal- 
lons of air becomes a considerable 
factor. . ; 

As the huge stones,. glacier pro- 
pelled, have left their indelible im- 
pression on the earth, centuries ago, 
by cauaing pits and long scratches 
on. solid rock surfaces, so: these 
dust particles affect the moving 
parts of aon engine. Infinitesimal, 
tiny pits, scratches, and rough sur- 
faces have been developed which no 
oil film can cover, AS a conse: 
quence, incessant friction . occurs, 
metal rubs againat metal, This 
condition gradually becames worse, 
and finally the effects become notice: 
able. One trouble follows first 
‘upon the heels of another, unt‘l, in 
the end, costly replacementy und 
repairs are required. ' 

It hag been the object of science, 
therefore, to eliminate this trouble. 
To do this it has gone to the root 
of the trouble, that a remedy might 
be effected. As.a résult of exhats- 
tive investigations it was, decided 
to strain the air as it came into 
the carburettor, An air strainer 
was designed which caused the air 
to whirl about as it entered the 
strainer.

CHEAT LINES. 

We're being cheated when we buy 
our cars, but we.like ith 

The reason is that cheating 
causes our cars to appear lower and 
sleeker, This is done by using 
“cheat Hines,” says R. H. Dietrich, 
noted body designer, New York, in 
the design of the car, 

‘A moulding around the body and 
extending to the radiator, the wider 
the better, makes the car look low, 
he saya. The curvature of the roof 
also produces this effect, and when 
the windows are wider than they 
high, the illusion of low appearance 
is increased. a :

“This is true‘ because you will 
not be y'acing exaggerated. confid- 
ence in a noisy bit of mechanism 
which ‘cannot and never could of 
ftself prevent’ accidents, even 
though many drivers show by their 
actions on the road that they credit 
it with such powers. . 

“Phen round out the teat by 
noticing as you drive, and as you 
cross the streets on foot, what 
effect the horns of other cars have 
on you. ;

“You will discover that the sound 
of an electric horn no longer causes 
you to dump out of the way, of pull 
your car over to the side of the 
rond.

An fntengive campaign against 
leprosy in tho Philippine Islands 
wilt-be carried: on threughout the 
next 12 months, The ‘campaign 
was inatigated through the arabition 
of the Jate Governor General 
Leonard Wood and in: his honour 
much effort’ is th be exhausted 
simultaneously with the raising of 
the . $2,000,000 “Leonard Wood 
Memorlat Fund for Lepers” in the 
United States. : 

The Philippine ‘Chapter of the 
American ‘Red . Cross, through its 
manager Charles H, Forster, recent- 
ly offered to co-operate with the 
health authorities: in this campaign. 
The offer’ was accepted and plans 
for the campaign are nearing com- 
pletion. Arrangements’ have been 
made to have . the chapter nurses 
include in . their.schoolrom exam- 
inations and inspection of children 
for early symptoms of leprosy. | 
Competent physicians have sup- 
plied complete instructions for 
‘these inspections and unquestion- 
ably the campaign will reatlt in the 
checking of many cases of incipient 
leprosy. * 

Groups of volunteer workers 
composed ‘of hoth American and 
Filipino women, meet daily at the 
central office of the Red Crosa, 
These groups are now occupied in 
asaisting in the leprosy oampaign. 
The work ‘of the Volunteers this 
month has been: principally . the 
making. of dressings for hospitals 
and for Red Cross nurses, but at 
the sume time more than 2,000 
dressings were made-and sent to the 
Culion Leper Colony. During next 
month the number of . dressinga 
made for Culion lepers willbe in- 
creased. 

.Yere again, the all-embracing 
nature of the service which the Red 
Cross seeks ever to broaden enters 
into. a field of health work compar. 
able in,the Far East to the anti- 
tuberculosis fight in the continental 
United States, The battle against 
the loathsome skin and nerve dis- 
ease has been waged for centuries 
and all who read have been touched 
by.the stories of Father Damien 
and his self-sacrificing _ work for 
the lepers in Hawaii. The aid 
given by the Red Cross in the 
Philippines in this wholly praise- 
worthy campaign, ft is hoped, will 
survive in'the physical. well-being 
of the children of the Philippine 
Islands. . ’

| COMMUNISM IN JAVA: 


SINISTER. SOVIET | INFLUENCES

An announcement by the Govern- 
ment of the Dutch East Indies that 
it has now: definitely stamped out 
the revolutionary movement which 
developed into an attempt at open 
rebellion in November last, comes, 
to all intents and purposes,’ simul- 
tancously with the inauguration of. 
changes in the administration, 
which mark a distinct further step 


in the direction’ of decentralisation, | 


‘For approximately half a century 
the underlying motive ‘of Dutch 
colonial policy has been the “ethical” 
ideal, ‘which aima at ultimately de- 
veloping as high a degree of auto- 
progress shall 
justify, and in later years o atéadi- 
ly growing body of native pressure 
to hasten this trend towards its 
goal. ‘By reason of its unique 
geographical position at the meet- 
ing-point of the maritime routes 
leading to Asian. from both the 
West and the South, Java is pecu- 
liarly susceptible to every current, 
whether .political, social, or reli- 
gious, which ruffles the modern 
world, and its’ intelligentsta has 


eagerly « asaimilated’ the object-les- 


sons, to be drawn’ from such events 
as the Russo-Japanese War, the, en- 
Jargement of the Legislative Coun- 
ceils in India and the . Indianisation 


of certain Government Depart-| 


tents there, the Chinese revolution, 
and American reforms in the 
Philippines. 


The “ People’s Council.” 

‘The chief innovations secured 
were the establishment of the. Volk- 
sraad, or .“People’s. Council,” the 
birth of trade unionism, and 
the granting of: civil status to a 
native, “improvement society,” call- 
ed the “Bond of. Islam.” The 
Volksraad, by an Act of 1925 has 
been vested with considerably wider 
functions, including that of voting 
on.the Budget,'and the number of 
its members has been increased. 

The history of ‘the other two 
concessions to the new progressive 
spirit was not so happy. The trade 


unions speedily came under extrem- 


ists influences, and the {mprove- 
ment society, . through aimilar 
usurpation, took on a political char- 
acter,. which Jed to ita eventually 
splitting into two Parties, a ‘moder- 
ate and an extremist, the pro- 

paganda of the: latter becoming in+ 
creasingly _revolutfonary, until its 
activities culminated in last year’s 
disturbances.

; Sumatra Outrages. 

. But dsepite the bellef of: the 
Dutch authorities that they had the 
situation well in ‘hand, . subsequent 
events swiftly showed them to have 
been’ too optimistic. ‘For as: early 
as January of this year there was a 
second rising, this time in Southern 
Sumatra. The“ whole Siloengkang 
district broke into, revolt, several 
persons. wore murdered, including 
four teachers at a Government 
school, ‘and organised attacks wero 
made upon Sawahloento . and. 
Moearaklabang. - 

The troops engaged in “clearing 
up” after the disturbances ~un- 
earthed evidence of the existence of 
a plan for a new Communist rising 
timed to take place at the end | of 
March. A number ‘of arrests were 
made, and subsequent confessions 
fully substantiated the reality of 
the plot, while yet. further evidence 
was found, in a considerable quan- 


‘tity of bombs at the bottom of ay 
evidently 


pond, where they had 
been hidden at the approach of the 
authorities. 

Nor was all quiet cleewhare. At 
Samarinds, on the 
Borneo, unrest was prevalent among 
the Chinese community. A search 
in the Chinese quarter revealed im- 
portant documenta: proving the 
trouble to be due to. Kuomintang in-., 
fluence. 
accompanied the, raid, the police 
were compelled to fire, ten persons 
being killed and about .25 wounded. 

Fropanende in Army. 

In Java, too, sporadic brestliea of 
the peace were. not wanting, parti- 
cularly at Weltevreden and.jin the 
native State of Solo (Surakarta). 
In the majority of cases these “in- 
cidents” were traced to the’ influ- 
ence of deserters from the Army, 
hailing from Menado, which for a 
long time had been a centre of Com- 
munist, activity in the Dutch Bast 
Indies, In July ten of these truant 
soldiers, including a sergeant and a 


corporal, were arrested on a charge, 


of spreading subversive propaganda 
in the Army; nine natives: were 
taken into custody. at Ban ‘doeng, 
at about the samo.time, and on a 
similar charge; and. at Weltevreden 
4 Eurasian inspector of ‘municipal 


works was also arrested.

The Inferiority Complex. 


“The Nationalist movement in 
the South,” he said, “was really an 
exploitation of the inferiority com- 
plex by the Russians, It was cs- 
sentially an example of the Rus- 
sian policy of propaganda by slo-! 
gans, and as the western slogan of 
‘The Land for the.Peagant’ was not 
applicable they seized on that of 
‘Unequal Treaties.’

fall ‘to pieces, and that is exactly 
what has happened. The: Russians 
felt that thee going ahead too 
fast and. decided to revise their 
methods. ‘They have withdrawn

“Phe new Communist movement | 
is, if anything, more menacing. 
.An entirely new ‘brand of agents 
has’ been sent to China from Mos- 
cow, and instead of adopting the 
method of open propaganda they 
prefer to work in secret. Though 
they are under cover they are just 
as strong. They are principally 
concentrated In Shanghai, but a 
number are to be found’ elsewhere.

:When Parliament. reassembles,
